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CARDINAL MERCIER. 
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The Life of Cardinal Mercier. By John A. Gade. 
London: Scribner's. 10/6 net. 


HE writer of this vivid book is not a 
Roman Catholic, but his book bears 
the imprimatur of the Archbishop of New 
York ; he admires Mercier with an almost 
passionate devotion, and ranks him as a 
saint, according to the definition of 
William James. It is curious to learn that 
Cardinal Mercier ‘himself was an enthu- 
siastic reader of James, and sat up one 
night with that author’s “ Varieties of 
Religious Experience,’’ which he made the 
basis of a lecture to his class. 

Mercier, as the bodily frail but spiritually 
mighty defender of his people during the 
German occupation, never will be forgotten 
by the world. Dr. Gade does admirable 
justice. to this aspect of his subject, but 
satisfies those readers who want the whole 
story of a life in which that heroic period 
was, as it were, only accidental. Without 
that call to action in the world’s eye, 
Mercier still would have ‘been great. His 
intellectual achievements—his regeneration 
of the Scholastic philosophy—alone were 
remarkable. As a Churchman he was so 
fine a blend of the practical organiser with 
the humble and austere teacher of souls 
that the Roman See might have been his 
in a time of less racial jealousy. 

Mercier’s part in the War years had that 
direct and strange sequel of the Malines 
conversations. Not much light is thrown on 
what, perhaps, always must remain 
obscure now that the two principals in the 
movement are dead. Dr. Gade affirms that 
there was some indignation in certain 
English quarters. “I might as well go 
to Belgium to tell Mercier how to solve the 
Flemish question,’’ Cardinal Gasquet is 
reported to have said. The Papal state-

R. L. W. FOX is an Assistant Com- 
missioner and Inspector of Prisons, 
and Secretary of the Prisons Commission, 
and so is well qualified to deal with his 
ect. He writes with the consent of 
the Commission, the approval of the Home 
Secretary, and the help of the Home 
Office. What he says, therefore, bears the 
stamp of authority; but a perusal of his 
book suggests that this official sanction 
restricts freedom of expression to some 
extent, and the general reader will not 
find Mr. Fox’s volume as interesting read- 
ing as some recent, unofficial studies in 
prison life. 

The book, nevertheless, fulfils its aim. 
It is ‘‘ an objective and comprehensive 
view of the system as it is, rather than as 
it has been or ought to be.” It is com- 
prehensive and detailed ; and all who have 
to do with. prisons and prisoners will find 
it a useful exposition of the policy and 
views of the responsible authorities. 

After a brief historical review and a 
too short list of books on the subject, Mr. 
lox deals in turn with the working of the 
t system of imprisonment; with 
administration and staffing, buildings and 
accommodation; with the classification, 
disciplining, employment and punishment 
of prisoners, and their spiritual 
mental and physical welfare; diet, health 
and sentences; with the Borstal system, 
and with the conditions of women and 
young persons. This volume contains 
much valuable statistical matter, tables

Tom Clarke went for three years. to 
Australia, and edited an evening paper In 
Melbourne. He travelled nearly all over 
the Commonwealth, met all kinds of 
people in the cities and in the bush, and 
from time to time jotted down his impres- 
sions of men, women, places, events, 
customs and manners. This book is made 
up from these jottings, and, as we should 
expect from the journalist-author of ‘‘ My 
Nortlicliffe Diary ’’ and the good story- 
teller, it is breezy, chatty, acute in obser- 
vation, and, while critical, not vindictively 
unfriendly. It will not please Australians, 
but it will amuse and, to some extent, wil! 
instruct the detached reader in the old 
countries. 

The note that runs through the book is 
put concisely in this sentence: ‘ It 
doesn’t take you long in Australia to find 
out that the country belongs to no one but 
the Australians, and don’t you forget it.’’ 
Mr. Clarke thinks that the Australians 
suffer from an inferiority complex and 
charge the English with being patronising. 
Yet to him “ Australia is the most inte- 
resting country in the world. You can 
watch all sorts of experiments there— 
social, industrial, economic, political. 
You can watch things growing—a nation 
growing, towns growing, culture growing. 
You can join in all sorts of experiments 
without reference to tradition. You can 
really try things out.” He retains his 
affection for the people and their country 
and he has faith in their great future. 
“But,” he adds, “I would not be their 
Prime Minister for anything!”

THE £ND OF A CHAPTER 
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The Winds of Time. By Lady Gordon, London: 
Murray. 10/6 net. 

N this very readable volume Lady 

Gordon retails memories of many 
places, people and affairs; but her most 
abiding memories are those associated with 
her native Kerry. It is customary in these 
days to deny that the family type repre- 
sented by Lady Gordon is Irish at all; 
and, indeed, it is always painfully obvious 
that, if they are Irish, they are Irish 
‘‘ with a difference.” In almost every 
serious aspect of life they differed from 
their neighbours. They were usually land- 
lords and Protestants, they were Unionist 
in politics, and they had close affiliations 
with aristocratic English families. They 
were, in fact, in Ireland and _ loving 
Ireland, and yet somehow not quite cf 
Ireland. So they were detached and objec- 
tive in their views of all things Irish, 
finding ‘‘humour’’ in differences in 
behaviour, and ‘‘ quaintness’’ in varia- 
tions of usage in English speech. 

An excellent example of this latter 
quality can be found in part of a conver- 
sation reported in the book by Lady 
Gordon. ‘‘‘ And what of Ireland?’ I 
inquired of a friend who knows our 
country well. ‘ Hopeless, but not really 
serious, was his facetious diagnosis.’’ In 
that quotation will be found a clue to the 
tone of the book, which has some interest- 
ing things to say of the Ireland of pre- 
Treaty and post-Treaty days. It is plainly 
the book of one who loves Ireland dearly, 
but equally plainly of one who knows 
Ireland very superficially, indeed. ‘‘ What 
do they know of Ireland who only England 
know?’’ Very little, it must be said; 
but they often carry that little with 
charm. This book is charming in that way. 

Lady Gordon is an experienced observer, 
clever and vivacious, and with a strong 
sense of humour. She is at her best in 
swift, impressionistic descriptions, and can 
make the reader see people and places as 
they appeared to herself. 


A LIVERPOOL “BOSS.”

Salvidge of Liverpool. By Stanley Salvidge. 
London: Hodder and Stoughton. 18/- net. 


O Irish people ‘‘Salvidge of Liver- 
pool ’’ may have been merely a name, 
if even so much; but for more than a 
generation he was the most powerful 
political organiser in British politics. In 
his own city he had all the attributes of 
the party ‘‘boss’’; and, if his life-story 
concerns mainly the city of Liverpool, it 
also touches occasionally matters of more 
than local importance. In this filial 
biography his son says that he was “ much 
more ” than the “ competent organiser and 
stern political boss,’’ and it is from the 
| diary which that now dead son kept that 
the real Archibald Salvidge comes to life 
again, 

Very early in his life Archibald Salvidge 
joined the Liverpool Conservative Work- 
ingmen’s Association and made his 
acquaintance with a Toryism that was 
compounded of Tory Democracy and Irish 
Orangeism. In time he came to be the 
virtual dictator of the ' Liverpool 
“machine ” to a degree never surpassed in 
Birmingham or elsewhere outside the 
United States or Spain. It was he who 
gave the first chance to Lord Birkenhead, 
when he was the unknown I. EF. 
and this book throws many 
sidelights upon that vivid personality. 
was by occupation a brewer, but during 
the War he was prepared to nationalise 
the liquor business, and he staked his 
public reputation upon the settlement 
with Ireland in 1921. 

During the War this Tory “ boss’’ came 
almost to adoration of Lloyd George, and 
his relations with the late Bonar Law 
form the most remarkable part of this 
important book. The “ Diary” kept by 
his son describes in detail the collapse of 
the Coalition in the autumn of 1922, and 
tells how Bonar Law became Time 
Minister of Great Britain for a brief few 
months. 
that will ultimately give this book 
value ; but no one interested in the organi- 
sation of opinion into political parties 
ought to overlook it.

ISE name of Mr. McWilliams’s lorry— 

in its full form, “ The Diabolical 
Strength ’’—arose through the humorous 
mistake of an Arab garage owner, and 
long before the adventurous journey for 
which it was rebuilt was ended the lorry 
had well earned the right to its ferocious 
and slightly misleading name.

THE ORDERS OF THE. DAY. 


PRESIDENT DE VALERA, announcin 
the orders of the day, said that public busi- 
ness would not be interrupted at 12 noon. 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.I.P., Dublin, NA

The debate was resumed. on the second 
reading of the Constitution (Amendment 
No. 24). Bill—the Abolition ef Senate Bill. 

PRESIDENT DE VALERA said that 
when the House adjourned on the previous 
night he was speaking on the position of 
the Senate in the United States. The Senate 
ot the United States had, no doubt, played 
a very important part in the history of that 
country since the Constitution was adopted. 
It played that part because it got very special 
functions, because in the United States the 
founders of the Constitution divided up the 
machinery of government into its constituent 
parts—Executive, legislative and judiciary, 
[hey had a written constitution. and that 
written constitution was td be determined by 
the Supreme Court. The final shaping of the 
(Constitution, its working out in practice, de- 
pended very largely on the interpretation 
given it from time to time by the Supreme 
(ourt. . There -vas hardly a doubt that Chief 
Justice Marshall played as big a part in 
making the Constitution of the United States 
what 1t was to-day in practice as any of those 
who founded the Constitution. Had there 
een a judge of a different mind iu his place 
at the time, it was quite possible that the 
(‘onstitution of the United States would have 
worked out differently from the way it was 
working to-day. 

That Constitution gave the Senate specialised 
powers, largely because executive power was 

ested in the President. His acts in certain 
matters were open to review by the Second 
louse, which had te concur to make them 
effective, notably in the matter of treaties. 
The fact was that in the United States the 
Second House had been the predominating 
Chamber. It was constituted in a very simple 
manner, due to the fact that -the United 
“tates was a Union of a number of pre- 

iously independent States. The simple 
device of giving two representatives to each 
of those States was adopted as a means of 
allaying certain jealousies between the States. 

“If to-morrow,”’ said the President, ‘‘ we 
had a union of this country, and if there was 
ló be in the Six Counties a certain local Par- 

ament, and we were constituted here as an 
\ll-Ireland Parliament, a very good case could 
ve made for a Senate on somewhat similar

A POLITICAL GAME. 


The immediate. cause of bringing in that 
bill at that particular time was because he 
saw a political game being played in the 
Senate which was detrimental to the interests 
of the country.

The Opposition did not 
want that because they thought that with a 
restricted register they would do better. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly)—The 
General is in favour of it. : 

Mr. DE VALERA—We will give him an 
opportunity, perhaps, of getting the political 
Senate to follow him. : 

They had, continued Mr. de Valera, a 
Senate acting in a manner that was aa 
dangerous as the manner in which the 
majority could be supposed to act in the 
opposite direction. They were acting as a 
political party, and were allies of the Opposi- 
tion. who were engaged in the policy of 
putting the Government on the rocks, as they 
expressed it.

STEP BY STEP POLICY: 

Continuing, Mr. de Valera said that Deputy 
MacDermot had complained of the step by 
step policy of the Government—this pin- 
pricking, as he called it. He did not want 
it, he detested it, and he agreed there was 
harm in it. He would rather) get the thing 
done at once, if the people were prepared to 
do it with them, than be taking this step by 
step policy; but it was not practicable at the 
moment. 

We are doing what we ean. he said, to 
make it easier for that step ultimately to be 
taken. I say again that, so far as our 
separated friends in the North are concerned, 
there is a far greater probability that they 
will come in quickly when they “see con- 
ditions improved. I say that all these sug- 
gestions on the part of the members opposite, 
that the minority are unfairly treated, are 
wrong. I do not want to use stronger 
language.

He suggested that the: Government 
should plant some distance ahead, and pro- 
bably for less expenditure on the building and 
more expenditure on the street and lay-out, 
they would get an equal return for the money 
expended and they would be steadily im- 
proving the lay-out of the street. There was 
no doubt that Dublin Castle, as far as traffic 
was concerned, was one of Dublin's biggest 
trafic problems. If the Government was 
going to put up £100,000 buildings hap- 
vazardiy he thought it was a great mistake. 
He suggested that the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary should consider if anything could be 
done with the present traffic problem at the 
Castle. 

Referring to the extension of the College 
Green Post Office, he said that he could not 
conceive that they could put up a block of 
buildings and then blow in and set up a post 
office in them. The Government was immune 
from having their plans passed by the Dublin 
Corporation, and, having regard to that fact, 
they ought to be niore particular that their 
plans ought not to outrage the spirit of the 
Town-Planning Bill just passed. He con- 
sidered that the Goyernment might very well 
set a head line to the rest of the city in 
considering the lay-out of their buildings. 
Employment of a reproductive nature would 
be given to unskilled labour if the matter was 
considered, 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) asked that, 
having regard to the Parliamentary, Secre- 
tary’s reference to the finishing of work on 

the Barrow drainage, work on its tributaries 

should be started. He also asked that the 
Government should stamp the cards of those 
employed on arterial drainage works iu the 
future. 


HACKNEY CARS AND CABS. 
Mr. 17. KELLY .(F.F., Dublin 8.) made a 


plea on behalf of the hackney cab and car 
trade. That trade, he said, was fast diminish 
ing in Dublin, but the Minister, when he 
replied to a resolution from the Dublin Cor 
poration on this question, said that he could 
do nothing. There were only about two 
hundred people now engaged in the trade, 
and they were earning little money. Mr. 
Vincent, the former senator, in his magnifi- 
cent gift of the Killarney estate to the nation, 
took steps to protect the hackney cab and 
car trade at Killarney by keeping motor cars 
out of his estate. Similar action, he sug- 
gested, should be taken in the case of the 
Phoenix Park—at least; during certain months 
of the year. Visitors and tourists could see 
the beauties of the Park much better on a 
hackney ear than from a motor car. 

Mr. SEAN BRODRICK (U.I., Galway) 
said that some of the national schools in the 
country were a disgrace, end ne attemrt wee 
made to get them into repair. <A great many 
of them should he torn down and new schools 
built. He complained that there had been a 
reduction in the grants for the Gaeltacht 
services in resnect of the kelp and carrageen 
industries, while the amounts for the dénóts 


in connection with these industries were 


_ increased, 


He inquired as to the cost of the change 
over from the use of coal to turf in Govern. 
ment offices. Was the cost, in regard to 
the amount of employment given, justified ? 


VENTILATION OF THE HOUSE. 
Mr. NORTON. (Lab. Kildare) said he 


wished to draw the attention of the Parlia- 


_mentary Secretary to the condition of the 


House and the passages round the Chamber 
to see if any steps could be taken to make 
for more comfort. It was hopelessly over- 
heated in spring and summer months, and 
inadequately ventilated at the same time. 
Suitable ventilation should be provided. 

Referring to the Barrow drainage system, 
he said that, as the scheme would likely 
finish in May, six or seven hundred men 
would lose their employment. A good 
number of those employed had already been 
paid off. As the fimshing of the scheme 
would cause a serious unemployment problem 
in the district, he asked if it would be 
possible to prolong employment by taking in 
hand the draining of anany of the tributaries 
of the Barrow, which needed draining. . He 
also suggested that the Board of Works 
should, as far as possible, carry out its 
scheme by direct labour instead of by con- 
tract. - In the Curragh Camp painting work. 
by contract was being done by men from 
Dublin and Cork. He urged that recon- 
struction work should be begun in Kildare 
Military Barracks to prevent that place going 
derelict. 

THE VICEREGAL LODGE. 

Mr. 0. GRATTAN ESMONDE (LU.1., Wex- 
ford) referred to an item in the Estimates 
for the upkeep of ‘‘ the white elephant in 
the Phenix Park ’’—the Viceregal Lodge. A 
great deal of money was being spent on that 
building, and the whole thing cost several 
thousand pounds per annum. He also drew 
the attention of the Minister for Defence and 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
the dilapidated condition of the aerodromes 
in various parts of the country, to see if 
anything could be done with them.

STRIKE NOTICE SERVED. 


From OUR INDUSTRIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The strike notice, decided upon at a meet- 
ing of male members of the Clothing Trade 
Branch of the Irish “Transport and General 
Workers’ Uunion on Sunday last, was served 
upon the employers yesterday. 

Under the terms of the notice work will 
cease in the factories belonging to the mem- 
hers of the Wholesale Clothing and Cap 
Manufacturers’ Association after Saturday of 
next week. The stoppage 1s confined to the 
Dublin area. 

The union’s reason for the service of the 
strike notice is that the Association refused 
to discuss the recent demands for wage im- 
provements in conference with representa- 
tives of the branch. 

The employers state that they offered to 
discuss the matter with the Clothing Trade 
Group in the Dublin Trades Union Council, 
to which the Irish Transport ard General 
Workers’ Union ig affiliated. The group’s 
position is that the demand was made by the 


-one union, and that it has not yet become a 


matter for the Clothing Trade Unions in 
general. 

A meeting of the female members of the 
union has been arranged for to-morrow, with 
a view to placing the position before them. 


DOCKYARD DISPUTE. 


A dispute in regard to workers becoming 
members of particular unions has arisen at 
the Dublin Dockyard. As a result some men 
ceased work yesterday, and it is stated that 
the stoppage may become virtually general 
this morning. 

It is understood that one union has taken 
up the position that only its members should 
be employed upon certain work, and that if 
members of another union, or non-ynionists, 
secure employment, they must take out cards 
with this particular union.

.ROUBLES never come singly, and for 
the listening community it is certainly 
true this week. Not only are we to put our 
i clocks on an hour—a proceeding which 
always has its comedies and tragedies till 
we get into the stride—but at the same 
| time we are to wrestle with the twenty-four 
hour system as regards the programmes. 
The announcers are going to be very nice 
about it, and for a time will lead us by the 
hand, so to speak, by giving out both ti “s. 
They will very kindly tell us that when 
they say it is now twenty-one-o-two we shall 
know that the time is two minutes past 
nine, p.m., of course. It’s all so simple. 

But our misery is not yet complete. At 
present we have the two times in our pro- 
grammes, and the. B.B.C. authorities, 
realising that we may get a little mixed if 
confronted with the unfamiliar figures 
only, have with great forethought decided 
to give the alternate times for a few weeks 
longer. It is when the old time disappears 
that our troubles will commence. 

‘“ World Radio ” is a little worrying, 
too; it tells us that for the B.B.C. pro- 
grammes—National, Regional and Emp-re 
—the times will be given entirely in the 
twenty-four hour system, but that the 
twelve-hour clock is being retained for a 
short time in the foreign programmes. 
However, everyone seems to view our 
intelligence with arch-optimism, and give 
us the assurance that the process of 
‘“ acclimatisation ’’ should be a fairly pain- 
less one. Happily “ Big Ben ” is still ¢ . 
our side, and when this world-famous 
broadcaster has been cleaned and “‘ returns 
to the microphone ’’ he can be depended on 
to tell us the time, and nothing but the 
time.

hearing of the Sligo action for 
damages for alleged libel was con- 

i tinued—its third day. 

Alderman Michael Nevin, a member of the 
Shgo Corporation, and a supporter of the 
candidature of Mr. R. G. Bradshaw for the 
Town Clerkship of Sligo, is the plaintiff: 
and the defendants are Mr. Martin Roddy, 
T.D., registered proprietor of the Sligo 
Champou, and Mr. Frank Carty, T.D. 

The alleged libel was contained im a letter, 
stated to have been written by Mr. Carty 
and published in the Sligo Champion. This 
letter dealt with remarks reported to have 
been made by Alderman Neyin at a meeting 
of the Sligo Corporation in regard to the 
action of Mr. Carty, T.D., in arranging an 
interview between the Minister for al 
Government and the Very Rev. Canon 
O’Beivne, Adm., Sligo. The plaintiff claims 
that. he was held up to public odium and 
coutempt in this letter, which has already 
been published, 

The defendants deny that the letter was 
libellous, and submit that it was a fair and 
bona fide comment on a matter of public 


interest. 

Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. W. H. 
Carson, K.C., and Mr. A. D. Pringle (in- 
structed by Messrs. Fitzgerald and McCor- 
mick) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. M. 
Maguire, K.C.; Mr. Geog regan, K.C., and 
Mr. B. O’Briain (instruct ay tie. 6a 
O'Doherty) for Mr. Carty, T.D.; and Mr. J. 
Costello, K.C., and Mr. Cawley instructed 
by Messrs. Howley and Armstrong) for Mr"

Mr. James Kelly, a member of Sligo 
Corporation, who was on the deputation 
which waited on President de Valera with 
reference to the appointment of the Town 
Clerk, stated that Alderman Nevin’s descrip- 
tion of what occurred on the occasion was 
quite correct He had 
wublished in the Sligo Chammon from Mr. 
‘rank Carty in regard to Alderman Nevin, 
and, 1 he had known the Alderman, it 
would have given him the impression that 
the Alderman was “a bad and dangerous 
man. 


Mr. Maguire—Do you not knew that Mr. '

Counsel said that Mr. Carty had been 
represented as having stood over an intrigue 
and as having used influence against Mr. 
Bradshaw’s candidature. Was Mr. Carty, 
he asked, tu lie down under that charge and 
allow himself to be represented as intriguing 
against Mr. Bradshaw because the latter was 
a Protestant, and as attempting to use undue 
influence on the Appointments Commissioners 
and on the Minister for Local Government? 

Mr. Kelly said that, in his opinion, Alder- 
man Nevin never charged Mr. Carty with 
anything of the kind. The charge was that 
the Administrator of Sligo had been using 
influence. 

Mr. Cawley, cross-examining, asked Coun- 
cillor Kelly if there had not been a great 
deal of excitement over the Town Clerkship 
of Sligo. 

“- Yes," said the witness, “and it is not 
over yet. We are going to put out the 
Government over it.”. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Kelly went on to say that the editor of 
the Shgo Champion knew all the circum- 
stances and should not have inserted Mr. 
Carthy’s letter in his paper. The editor was 
a candidate for the Town Clerkship, and wit- 
ness helieved he was one of the Knights of 
Columbanus. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Will you tell me, Mr. 
Kelly, who are the Knights of Columbanus? 
Everybody seems to shy at telling me. _ 

“They are looking for al] the key positions 
in Ireland,” said Mr. Kelly. : i 

“ And they operate in secret and in dark 
corners,’’ added Mr. Fitzgerald. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—There are more people 
than the Knights of Columbanus looking for 
key positions. 

“ But,” ocmmented Mr. Kelly, “if they 
do not belong to the Knights they will not 


.get them.” 


Mr. James Hunt, a Labour official and a 
member of the Sligo Corporation, in reply 
to Mr. Carson, said that the names of the 
three candidates first recommended for the 
Town Clerkship—Messrs. Sean O’Higgins, 
D. J. Harrington and P. Whooley—were 
common knowledge in Sligo ten days before 
they were officially communicated to the Cor- 
poration. He described Mr. Carthy’s letter 
as “a scandalous effusion attacking Mr. 
Nevin’s character.” i 

In reply to Mr. Maguire, he agreed that 
Mr. Carty, if attacked, was entitled to defend 
himself, but said that Mr. Carty was not 
attacked by Mr. Nevin. 


NOTHING VICTORIAN. 


Mr. Maguire—Do you mean to say that 
Alderman Nevin’s statement about influences 
being worked and about the Administrator 
having been introduced by Mr. Carty to the 
Minister for Local Goverument was not an 
attempt to drag Mr. Carty into this sordid

THE DEFENCE. 


The case then proceeded, and Mr. Maguire 
addressed the jury on behalf of Mr. Carty. 
He said that Mr. FitzGerald, for the plain- 
iff, had opened the case as if Mr. Carty 
would have to answer charges of bigotry and 
religious persecution ; as if he w re a crimi- 
nal against whom there should be given vin- 
cictive damages. Mr. Nevin had postured 
before the Court, and had asked that "the 
punishment fit the crime.” 

Was not all this case the aftermath of 
the sordid uabble about a petty job in 
Sligo? Whoily i:relevant matters had been 
introduced about religion, and there 
had been a gross abuse of “the 
privilegs of the Court in — the 
“we á of an outrageous attack on the Very 
Rev. Canon O’Beirne behind his back, not 
only in that Court, but on the hen-roost of 
privilege in the Sligo Corporation. 

A priest, who had no opportunity to defend 
himself there, had been held up as guilty of 
indecent, improper and immoral conduct in 
regard to the Town Clerkship. The Appoint- 
ments Commissioners and the Minister for 
Local Government had also been attacked 
behind their backs under the shelter of pri- 
vilege. 

In the letter sent by Alderman Lynch to 
President de Valera, and approved by Alder- 
man Nevin before its despatch, the priests of 
Sligo had been attacked for dealing in’ Pro- 
testant houses in Sligo. Impudence could no 
farther go. The High Court having already 
decided that Mr. Sean O’Higgins should be 
Town Clerk of Sligo, the jury were not con- 
cerned with the claims of Mr. Bradshaw or 
anybody else, but they were entitled to ask 
if that libel action was not part of the pro-

is client, was the senior deputy for Sligo- 
Leitrim, and a farmer, and had no interest in 
the Town Clerkship of Sligo apart from the 
fact that he was opposed to Mr. Bradshaw. 


IN SELF-DEFENCE. 


_ Mr. Maguire said that the only undue 
influence alleged against Mr. Carty was that 
he introduced Canon O’Beirne to the Minister. 
The letter complained of by the plaintiff was 
written by Mr. Carty solely in his self- 
defence, and not for the purpose of doing any 
harm whatever to Mr. Mas. That he did 
go write was in the teeth oí all the proba- 
bilities of the case. There was not the 
slightest evidence of malice save in the ex- 
cessive language that was alleged. | 

Mr. Frank Carty, T.D., was then examined 
by Mr. Geoghegan, and gave evidence about 
seeing Canon O’Beirne in Leinster House in 
April or May last. It was an_ accidental 
meeting, and Father O’Beirne said that he 
wanted to see the Minister about the 
Town Clerkship of Sligo. He arranged 
the interview for the following morning, but 
before he did so the Minister asked who was 
Canon O’Beirne, and he told him, and when 
the Minister further asked what he wanted 
to see him for, he said that he believed it was 
in connection with the Town Clerkship of 
Sligo. The Minister said he had nothing to 
do with that, but arranged to see Canon 
O’ Beirne. 

Previous to this witness had not interviewed 
anyone or interested himself in regard to the 
appointment. 

Referring to the deputation to the President 


fon July 13th, the witness said that he was 


in the Dail Chamber when he got an invita- 
tion from the Mayor of Sligo to accompany 
the deputation to the President, with Messrs. 
Fraser, Browne, Maguire and Flynn, the other 
Fianna Fail T.D.’s for the constituency. He 
did so, and when they entered the President's 
Chamber Mr. de Valera told Mr. Bradshaw 
that as he was an interested party he should 
withdraw, and Mr. Bradshaw did so. 


AT THE INTERVIEW. 


Mr. Carty went on to describe what 
happened at the interview, and said that when 
the question of membership of the Knights of 
Columbanus Society was raised, the President 
said that he had an assurance from his 
Ministers that they were not members of this 
Society. & 

Councillor Kelly made some remark like, 
“ This man here,” indicating with. his thumb 
Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Minister for Local 
Government, who had been sent for,. “is 
supposed to be a leading member of that 
organisation,” The President again indicated 
that such was not the case—that he had the 
word of the members of the Cabinet that they 
were not members of any secret organisation. 

Detailing further incidents at the interview 
between President de Valera and the deputa- 
tion, Mr. Carty mentioned that Councillor 
Hunt’s speeches occupied half the time 
allotted to the interview, among the remarks 
he made being an allegation that a bribe had 
been offered for the purpose of obtaining the 
votes of five Councillors in favour of one 
candidate. 

Towards the end of the interview Councillor 
Hunt said: ‘‘ It is rumoured in Sligo that 
Deputy Carty is opposed to Mr. Bradshaw.” 
Witness said that he would like to know who 
was responsible for the rumour, and Councillor 
Hunt replied that he only mentioned the 
matter for his information. I : 

That was the only suggestion made during 
the whole time that witness had anything 
to do with the Town Clerkship or was 
interested in it in any way. i 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that some previous 
witnesses, describing what had occurred at 
the deputation, had represented the Vice- 
President, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, as having 
quoted Canon O’Beirne as saying to him 
that this *‘ awful and terrible man ” (Mr. 
Bradshaw) should not be sent to Sligo. 


STATEMENT APPROVED. 


Mr. Carty said that he had tried to recall 
the course of the interview, and he had no 
recollection of Mr. O’Kelly having attributed 
those words to the Canon. ' : 

During the interview President de Valera 
asked questions of various members of the 
deputation and, at the close, remarked that 
they had not made out a prima facie case, 
and suggested that, on their return, they 
should submit a written statement, and he 
would guarantee a full inquiry if they could 
submit any evidence in support of their 
allegations. With the assent of the deputa- 
tion, the President dictated to Mr. Sean 
Moynihan a statement regarding the inter- 
view. The deputation approved it, and 
no objection was taken to its being published 
as a joint account of what had taken place. 

Mr. FitzGerald—We say there was an 
agreed statement, but that an entirely 
different statement was published. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.

PROTECTION OF 
GREAT STRIDES BY 
DUBLIN SOCIETY. 


GROWING USE OF THE 
HUMANE KILLER. 


—_— 


HE annual general meeting of the Dub- 
T lin Society tor the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals was held yesterday in the 
Dawson Hall, 42 Dawson street, Dublin, Mr. 
F. 0O. Lyons, the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, presiding. 

The annual report dealt with the increased 
interest shown by the general public in the 
work of the Society, which. was considered 
very se fee | in regard to inspection of 
the Cattle Market, it was stated that the 
veterinary surgeon, Mr. F. A. Heney, with 
inspectors, had found many cases of ingrown 
horns. During the year 1933 1,343 stray dogs 
vere brought to the Home; 303 were brougnt 
tu be humanely destroyed, and 387 were sur- 
rendered by owners. ‘The dogs belonging to 
the better class need not be kept in the 
Home for the regulation eight days, but can 
have new homes found for them at once. 
Cats to the number of 5,425 were either 
Lrought in by kindly persons to the Home or 
Ly their messengers, at their request. 

There were now 17 water troughs on the 
streets erected by the Society, and 16 owned 
by the Corporation. In 1933, 119 humane 
killers were in use, and 62,900 cartridges 
vere sold. 

‘“* Open and brutal crueity in the streets,’ 
the report stated, ‘‘is seen now very seldom, 
but cruelty is taking place im every directiou 
where public observation is not feared. The 
commonest form of cruelty to horses and 
donkeys is leaving them on land where the 
grass is almost non-existent. We had shock- 
ing cases of animals found on football fields— 
cases where the animals actually died of 
starvation, and of nothing else.’’ 

In proposing the adoption of the annual 
report and accounts, the Chairman said that 
in 1924 the total number of cruelty cases 
investigated was 630, whereas in 1933 they 
totalled 2,003. Motor traffic had largely re- 
placed horse-drawn traffic on the streets, and 
consequently the number of cases reported by 
the inspectors had fallen somewhat heavily, 
but, whereas in 1924 only about 160 cases had 
been reported either by letter or verbally at 
the society's office in South Frederick street, 
the number of such cases had amounted to 
1,815 during the year reviewed by the report. 

The society, Mr. Lyons said, had enlarged 
the scope of its activities greatly since 1922. 
It had taken up, since 1926, the humane 
Slaughter of animals for food, and had sold 
to date 119 captive bolt pistols and 282,000 
cartridges to about eighty butchers in or near 
Dublin and to thirty-nine in the country. 

Miss Hillas seconded the adoption of the 
report, which was passed.

force d.stillers to pay parity prices for grains used 
in the manwfacture of alcohol was proving a 
failure, A rally then took place in enison with 
wheat, and on an improved interest. The effects 
of the short crop are beginning to attract attention 
on the oats market.

Hope for Canada. 


The value of the Ottawa agreements is 
Proved abundantly by the present con. 
dition of Canada’s exchequer. Mr, E, N 
Rhodes, her Minister for Finance, is 
budgeting for a small surplus in the 
current year, and does not propose to 
make any increase in taxation. Financi- 
ally, Canada has been in low water for 
some time past. As a country whose 
welfare is based almost entirely on the 
primary industries, she has suffered with 
severity from the universal depression ; 


relief costs, many of which are a burda 
on the Federal} exchequer, have risen 
steeply, and the revenue from taxation 
has fallen accordingly as the people was 
impoverished. ast year ended with a 
| deficit of 135,000,000 dollars—which. 
serious as it Was, yet represented an im. 


provement on the situation jn precedin 


ment in trade has become manifest, and 
there is every hope that it will be main- 


tained. In the hrst three months of this 
year imports were 40 per cent. greater than 
those of the corresponding period of 1933. 
and exports rose by 50 per cent. The

During 
ithe current year they hope to obtain 
| revenue from many sources “which have 
been dried up or diminished of late. 
Taxation at the existing rates is ex pected 
to bring in al] the money necessary for the 
| balancing of the Budget, without any 
further recourse to the already groaning 
taxpayer; and the general revival of 
prosperity will reduce expenditure on 
many services which hitherto have made 
large inroads on the national purse. With 
the increase of employment, for example, 
there will be less need of money for relie! 
works and grants, while the returns frota 
| taxation ought to be considerably greate1 
than they have been for many years. 
Canada has every cause for gratitude to 
the Ottawa agreements ; for virtually the 
whole of her increased commerce is with 
the British Commonwealth, and can be 


traced directly to those agreements, 


The French Railways. 


French railways always have been 


Suspect, so far as the tourist is concerned. 
A personal experience will show him that 
the trains are fast, clean, comfortable and 
punctual, but as a rule he is not entirely 
convinced: there stil] remains the uneasy 
suspicion that they are not only inefficient 
but unsafe. Unfortunately, there seem to 
be grounds for this conclusion. The | 
terrible disaster at Lagny last Christmas. 
Which resulted in the death of over two 


7 


hundred passengers, was only one out of a 
number of similar accidents, and the 
French railroad companies are probably 
more subject to them than are those of 
any other country in Europe. The general 
organisation of railways in France leayos 
much to be desired, not only with regard 
to safety and transport, but economy of 
administration, In the latter respect one 
can judge of the prevailing state of affairs 
by the fact that, for several years past, the 
railways have been losing money at the 
rate of £125 000 a day, and that the deficit 
accumulated in ten years amounts to 
nearly two hundred million pounds. Pa rtly 
this is because France has been slow to 


recognise the challenge of road transport ; 
Already the link of the Crown but M. F landin, 


akened to such an extent that 


the Minister for Public 


Works, now has issued two decrees by 
which he hopes to save twenty-five 
million pounds a year. Road and snrail 
transport will be co-ordinated, and long 
distance journeys will be reserved exclu- 
sively for the railways. In local transport 
road vehicles will be allowed more 
freedom ; for the railways will be allowed 
to 


run only goods - trains and ‘* rail 


‘buses.’’ The decision wil] throw sixty 
thousand men out of work, but it mav

PROTEST MEETING. 


THOUSANDS. ON GUARD 
OVER GITY HALL.

PARIS, Friday. 


EVERAL heads were broken and a 
number of arrests was made this even- 
ing, when clashes occurred between several 
hundred Communists and the police at the 
corner of the Boulevard Sebastopol, near 
the Hotel de Ville, where Socialists and 
Communists planned a meeting, despite 
the ban of the Government. 

The object of the intended meeting was 
to protest against the Government’s 
economy measures. 

The City Hall looked as if it were ready 
to withstand a siege. Traffic was diverted, 
and all approaches to the building were 
strongly guarded by several thousands of 
police and Gardes Mobiles, the latter 
armed with rifles. 

Lines of Gardes Mobiles were stretched 
across all approaches to the great square in 
front of the building, while strong posses 
of police patrolled the . neighbourhood, 
moving on would-be demonstrators. 


READY TO READ RIOT ACT. 


With each detachment of Gardes Mobiles 
was an officer accompanied by a bugler, 
prepared, if necessary, to read the French 
equivalent of the Riot Act, and then give 
the regulation call on the bugle. It was 
alleged that those formalities were not 
complied with before the troops fired in the 
riots on February 6th. 

Large numbers of Socialists and Com- 
munists were strolling about outside the 
forbidden area, but were not drawn up in 
any formation. 

The first blood was drawn at half-past 
six, when a Communist crowd numbering 
several hundreds clashed with the police 
at the corner of the Boulevard Sebastopol. 
It was a tragi-comic sight. It was raining 
hard, and police and Communists alike 
slipped and slithered on the tarmac. 

In the side -streets the scenes 
reminiscent of the troubled week which 
started on February 6th. Communists, 
Socialists and civil servants were singing 
‘The Internationale,’ and _ constant 
charges and counter-charges were being 
made by the police. 


THREATENING SITUATION, 


A plain clothes policeman who was 
detected keeping watch among the demon- 
strators was set upon by Communists, and 
was eventually rescued with injuries which 
appeared severe. 

The disturbances, which at one time 
threatened to develop to serious propor- 
tions, were eventually quelled by a deter- 
mined show of force on the part of the 
authorities, 

Some thousand persons. were detained, 
although no arrests were made on the 
charge of carrying arms,

ACS new aircraft have been purchased 
from Messrs. A. V. Roe and Co., 
Ltd., Newton Heath, Manchester, by the 
Free State Department of Defence for the 
use Of the Army Air Corps at Baldonnel 
Aerodrome. The first of these machines. 
piloted by Mr. A. S. Thorn, has arrived 
at Baldonnel, and Mr. Thorn has returned 
to fly over a second, and will continue to 
make trips between Manchester and 
Dublin until all the aircraft have been 
delivered.

to-day by the Foreign Office “ spokes- 
man ” in explanation of his recent sensi- 
tional declaration that Japan would 
oppose any “ interference”’ in China by 
Foreign Powers 

Commenting on the reaction abroad to 
his statement, ‘which was interpreted in 
many quarters as tantamount to the de- 
claration of a Japanese “ Monroe Joc- 
trine ” for China, the official asserted that 
Japan had no intention of deviating from 
the policy of the “ open door ” and equal 
opportunity for all nations in China, nor 
of infringing existing treaties concerning 
China. 

He declared that his previous statement 
was merely an amplification of Mr. 
Hirota’s speech in the Japanese Dict on 
January 22. 

The ‘spokesman’ declared further 
that Japan had no intention of interfer- 
ing with the independence. of China. 


“SELFISH EXPLOITATION.” 


‘We desire the unification and pros- 
perity of China,” he explained, ‘‘ know- 
ing that Japan is geographically in a posi- 
tion to profit from an increase of trade 
if China is united and developed. 

“The unification and prosperity must 
be obtained by China’s awakening and by 
her own endeavours, not by selfish ex- 
ploitation by other Powers. The time has 
already passed when other Powers or the 
League of Nations can exercise their in- 
fluence for the exploitation of China.” 

The United States Government hopes to 
support Great Britain should any “ show 
down ” result from Japan’s declaration of 
policy, says the Washington Correspondent 
of the New York Times. 

The correspondent gained this impres 
sion from private opinions in official 
circles, although there has been no official 
Government announcement on Japan’s 
“ Hands off China’’ declaration.

IN THE NORTH.

The annual conference of the Northern 
Ireland Post Office Clerks’ Association was 
held in Belfast to-day, under the presi- 
dency of Mr. George Leeke (Portadown). 

Mr. W. Mech. Gillespie, Telegraph 
Superintendent, Belfast, said that since 
their last meeting the revolution in the 
telegraph service had been completed. The 
new system, based upon teleprinter and 
telephone-telegram circuits, had been in- 
stalled at nearly all of the offices in 
Northern Ireland, Downpatrick being the 
most notable exception. 

Mr A..J. Maskrey, District Manager 
of Telephones, Northern Ireland, said that, 
although the trade conditions in Northern 
Ireland had not been of the best during 
the past year, the telephone business con- 
tinued to increase. Their net increase in 
telephone stations amounted to 1,043 for 
the year ending March 31, 1934, making a 
total of 28,921 stations in Northern 
Ireland. During the same period the local, 
fee junction, and trunk calls showed ‘an 
inerease of nearly 1,000,000 calls, or an in- 
crease over the previous year of 4.7 per 
cent.

CAPITAL IN THE FREE STATE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The confiscation of 114 million pounds 
of capital, the property of the stockowners of 
the Great Southern Railways, is certainly a 
portent, and, if left where it is, may very 
easily become a _ precedent not only for 
plunder by the State, but for acquiescence in 
it by boards of directors, whose first duty 
ought to be the protection and the improve- 
ment of their shareholders’ property. We 
have a smaller board and, | believe, a new 
chairman of our railway company, and the 
sooner harmonious working and confidence 
between them and the long-suffering pro- 
prietors can be restored, the better for all 
concerned and for the public. That cannot 
be done by a stormy general meeting, followed 
by twelve months of sultry torpor. The first 
step should be to allow. the stockowners to 
place on record what has hitherto been denied 
them—that the writing down of their capital 
was negotiated behind their backs and carried 
out without their consent. Then, and only 
then, shall we be in a position to insist that, 
in justice aud in equity, shall reparation be 
made to us, and the national credit of the 
Free State as a safe place for industrial 
development be to that extent restored. With- 
out security there can be no solid develop- 
ment, and, therefore, no means of absorbing 
a growing population and of providing an 
alternative market for that which we have 
lost. . | 

At the moment it appears that schemes are 
on foot for acquiring 10 million pounds’ worth 
of Free State agricultural land. To-day such 
land, owing to the “ economic war,” Is so 
depreciated in value that. it is unable to 
support the farmer’s working family and pay 

r rate and half purchase annuity, because 
and has been artificially depreciated 75 per 
cent. for the time being. Will it not breed in- 
security to take a normal 40 million pounds’ 
worth of it for 10 millions? Surely that is to 
confiscate 30 millions of the farmers’ money. 
Thus is dissipated 50 years’ successful! policy, 
founded on the undoubted fact that the 
security of occupying ‘ownership induced the 
farmer to put labour and capital into his 
holding, which nothing but ownership in 
ua would have justified. 

We know that many months ago our 
Finance Minister laid down that the Free 
State could not bear any furtber taxation. 
Will anyone deny that it is far less fit to 
bear even existing taxation to-day’ Great 
schemes are on foot which need capital; but 
capital will only alight where it is safe. If 
the needed millions cannot be obtained from 
the industrial investor, from the taxpayer, or 
from the subscriber to National Loans, where 
is a hard-pressed Government to turn? 

I write from no party motive, but because 
I am cunvinced that we are all in the greatest 
danger of a financial crisis if we do not get 
back to the stability on which all society 
rests, and without which labour is the first 
and heaviest sufferer.—Yours, etc., i

Heroic Lives.

HIS is a surprisingly good book.’ A 
writer of historical novels need not 
be an erudite scholar; for he is free; * 
ass over in silence any, passage which is 
See When he pa to write bio- 
graphy,: however, he cede “AT by the 
card; he may not guess.. Mr. Sabatini 
takes six at figures, children of 
different centuries, teils their stories in as 
fascinating a manner as. he weaves his 
own romantes, and yet never offends his- 
toric’ truth. Any one of his six essays 
could be printed in a school book for the 
teaching of history—and how lucky would 
be the schoolboys! 

The figures of whom Mr. Sabatini writes 
are these: King Richard I., “ Lionheart’’ ; 
St. Francis of Assisi, Joan of Arc, Sir 
Walter Ralegh, Nelson and Florence 
Nightingale. What have these strangely 
assorted folk in common? The answer is: 
heroism. Their stories are stories of the 
dauntless will ; they were fighters, in their 
several fashions, whom hardly death itself 
could tame. 

We do not hear much of Richard Lion- 
heart nowadays. All the more welcome 
is a stirring account of that true son of 
chivalry, that English Cid, “' the creation 
and impersonation of his age.” When 
kings come into fashion again, Richard 
will be honoured once more. Next, “ the 
bridegroom of poverty,” that whimsical, 
wonderful little man of Assisi, is the 
theme. Mr. Sabatini writes a rationalistic 
life of his hero, and makes the barest 
facts seem miraculous. In an age of 
wealth and pride, St. Francis had made 
poverty and humility admired. ‘‘ He had 
revived the reality of Christianity by 
rendering it practical once more.’’ 

The Maid of Orleans; her tale could 
not be told without a reflection of glory. 
Less familiar is the life of Ralegh, and 
Mr. Sabatini’s narrative is remarkable 
reading. Perhaps, this essay is selective ; 
it hardly gets at the heart of that com- 
plex Renaissance personality. . It is a 
moving story, nevertheless, and leaves the 
reader greatly indignant at the treachery 
of James, through which Ralegh died. 
How brave was tliat end! “ This is a 
sharp medicine, but it is a cure for all 
diseases,’’ said the man about to die, of 
the axe. He, who had brought tobacco to 
Europe, smoked a pipe before he dressed 
for the block. 

The stories of Nelson and Florence 
Nightingale bring us back to familiar 
ground; they, too, are told well. A 
critical reader, who is disposed at first 
to think lightly of purely objective his- 
torical writing, will be tempted .by this 
volume to wonder whether, after all, the 
unanalytic historians of old, whom Mr. 
Sabatini follows, were not as safe guides 
as the moderns, who guess at the inner 
mind ‘ard tell so little of the ascertained 
outward truth.

HETHER the Roosevelt experiment 
fails or succeeds, it cannot complain 
about the publicity that it has received. 
Newspaper correspondents have kept the 
world very fully informed of every move, 
and a series of books has explained 
exactly the nature of the-experiment, In 
this new book a French observer, M. 
Bernard Fay, offers a coherent explana- 
tion of the crisis, as well as a shrewd, 
witty and often outspoken commentary 
upon the more prominent personalities 
engaged in it. 

Very patiently and with great skill M. 
Fay examines and explains the American 
scene between 1919 and 1930 in the light of 
present conditions, The outstanding figures 
of the period are dismissed, one by one, in 
vivid, bityng sentences. Harding “‘ was a 
weak, commonplace, honest and con- 
scientious man, whom the women refused 
to leave alone, whom old gentlemen led 
astray by their flatteries, and whom 
politics murdered by casting him for an 
absurd réle.’’ Coolidge “ was a man whose 
lips were set in the form of ‘No,’”’ a 
silent man presiding over a _ vociferous 
nation. Hoover was the ‘“‘ salesman- 
technician,’’ whose faith in “ prosperity 
round the corner’’ was crushed by events. 
Hoover’s trade tour in South America 
failed because, ‘‘ compared with the Prince 
of Wales. he might have been a traveller 
in pneumatic plugs, come to sell his wares 
to pretty women who were expecting a 
representative of. Jean -Paton.”’ After 
these comes Mr. Roosevelt, and to M. Fay 
Roosevelt is a hero, who inspires brilliant 
writing: By facing the crisis, instead of 
denying its existence, Roosevelt secured 
the confidence and loyalty of the nation 
as no other recent President has secured 
them, and, as he has already ‘‘ changed 
America’s mind,” M. Fay believes that he 
will be victorious in the greater task of 
changing its economy. This is a brilliant 
study, finely translated by Miss Winifred 
Ray. |

CERTAIN spaciousness, a breadth of 

vision, distinguishes the philosophy 
and thourht of Thomas Hobbes. His 
penetrating and curious. intellect voyaged 
boldly on seas of new speculation, in the 
course of which his vast system of 
philosophic thought embraced and absorbed 
for its furtherance many branches of 
science. His was a broad serenity of 
outlook, an outlook comparable for its 
spaciousness with the wide scope and 
profundity of the greater scholastics, 
notably St. Thomas Aquinas. Though 
Hobbes himself laid claim to only two 
great discoveries—the sciences of optics 
and of civil ohilosophyhis influence lies 
far deeper, and he makes imperious claims 
upon our recognition by reason that he is 
the real father of modern materialism, 
as well as the legitimate successor of the 
astute and cynical Niccolo Machiavelli. 

In his own times the influence of Hobbes 
was very considerable. His secure position 
as tutor in the Cavendish family and the 
later recognition afforded him by Charles IT. 
placed him beyond the usual sordid cares 
that might be supposed to distract his 
mind from his work, while his oppor- 
tunities to travel and to meet the savants 
of the day, as well as the great patrons 
of learning, brought him into active 
contact with the thought and science of 
the age. He.corresponded with Descartes 
though acrimony on both sides was not 
lacking, and was acquainted with the 
profound Gassendi. Professor Laird deals 
very kindly with his subject. He avoids 
prolixity and undue documentation, while 
deftly feeding his reader with scraps and 
quotations calculated to et a fierce 
appetite for Hobbesian literature and lore. 
His is a proper appreciation of his great 
subject, and this ‘scholarly and well 
documented work must take prominent 
place in the writings that centre around 
Hobbes.

1,100FT. ONE-SPAN BRIDGE.

Prince George, at a banquet at Umtali, an- 
nounced that the building of the ‘ Birch- 
enough Bridge’’ across the Sabi River would 
be begun at once, and would be completed in 
April next year. The bridge would provide 
an all-weather route to Bulawayo through the 
wonderland mountain scenery of the eastern 
part of Southern Rhodesia. 

At the request of the Government of South- 
ern Rhodesia, the bridge will be named 
‘‘ Birchenough Bridge,” after Sir Henry 
Birchenough, the Chairman of the Beit Trus- 
tees and President of the British South Africa 
Company. Sir Henry Birchenough has had a 
long association with Rhodesia, and all Kho- 
desians will welcome this perpetuation of his 
name in the history of the country. 

The new bridge will span the Sabi River at 
a point five miles south of the junction of the 
Sabi with the Odzi. It is intended to give 
access to the road leading through the ranch- 
mg lands of Victoria to Gwelo and Bula- 
wayo. At present the Melsetter district is 
cut off for eight months of the year from 
direct communication with towns lying to the 
west owing to heavy rains which swell the 
Sabi and prevent fording. The mountains on 
the South and east, and the Sabi and Odzi 
Rivers on the west, permit of only one outlet 
to Victoria~by the mountain road into Um. 
tali, thence via Salisbury. The new bridge 
by linking Melsetter with a direct road to 
Victoria, will reduce the distance by over 500 
miles. , 

The bridge will span the river in one steel 
arch or | a length of 1,100ft. between its 
two ends. It will carry a double line of road 
traffic and footways. The designer is Mr. 
Ralph Freeman, senior partner of Sir Douglas 
Fox and Partners, who designed the Sydney 
Harbour Bridge. His design was chosen after 
an exhaustive investigation of the river bed 
by the Beit Trust engineers. The arch from 
which the road and footbridge, 1,100ft. 
and 27ft. wide, will be suspended will rise to 
a height of 250ft. above the level of the river. 
It_ will be the largest steel-arched bridge in 
Africa, and will rank with the Sydney Har. 
bour Bridge and Bayonne Bridge, New York 
among the largest steel-arched bridges in the 
world.

| BRICKS FROM ABROAD. 


—— 


Thousands of Britain’s new houses are 
being built with foreign bricks. The Goyern- 
ment’s measures to improve the supply of 
houses are putting money into the pockets 
of the owners of foreign brickfields. During 
the past year, according to figures which 
Mr. Runciman, President of the Board of 
Trade, has had compiled, no fewer than 
257,000,000 foreign bricks were imported into 
this country. ‘That is not all. There were 
also 830,000 cwts. of tiles. 

The imports of bricks’ were more than 
three times as large as in the preceding year. 
Though many British brickfields are working 
at high pressure, a large number are working 
short time. Others, again, are standing idle. 
Many of the foreign bricks are made under 
low wage conditions which make. it impos- 
sible—for the British manufacturers to com- 
pete. ‘They intend to ask the Government 
to raise the present inadequate 10 per cent.

In Our wate* supplies, due to the use of lea 
piping, is discussed in a repert on water pol- 
lution research by the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. 

The report consists of a summary of exist- 
ing knowledge, and states that while there 
is a considerable amount of information avail- 
ably that information cannot be said to be 
very definite. 

With regard te the long period during 
which lead piping can be used, it is mentioned 
that there are some pieces at Colombia Uni- 
versity bearing the names of the Roman Em- 
pons Vespasian (A.D. 69-79) and the maker; 
ead pipe which is known to have beer in use 
since 1546, and lead pipes at present in use 
at Cordova, which date from about 850 A.D. 

With regard to electric current leakage 
and lead contamination, it is stated that a 
few instances had arisen in which the opinion 
had been expressed that electrical current leak- 
age had been the primary cause of lead 
poisoning. 

Practically nothing was known of the effects 
of metallic impurities on the behaviour of 
lead in water. Acid waters obtained from 
moorland sources had given considerable 
trouble on account of their plumbosolvent 
action,

The Department of Health for Scotland 
have drawn up a set of model by-laws; for 
regulating building in Burghs. . It is stipu- 
lated that, except- where the Town Council 
In exceptional circumstances otherwise sanc: 
tion, dwellinghouses intended to be used for 
occupation by the working classes shall not 
exceed the following densities — 


Bungalows and cottages shall not exceed | 


12 houses to the gross acre, flatted houses 
sha'l not exceed 16, nor tenement houses 24 
in calculating the density of dwellinghouses, 
account is to be taken of half the area of any 
boundary streets. 

Directions are given with regard to the 
eeretnne of the site and the strength of 
buildings, and it is stated that where mortar 
Is t~ be used in the construction it shall be 
composed of ground lime, nycreslic lime or

Elaborate details are given for the ‘-n. 
straction of walls, and there are also soutien 
dealing with chimneys, vents and theta. 
chimney heads and stalks, stairs, roofs venti-

HOUSE-BUILDING ACTIVITY IN 
BRITAIN,

Returns have been made to the British 
Ministry of Labour by the authorities in 146 
towns, which showed a large increase in 
house-building last year. The estimated total! 
cost of all classes of building for which plans 
were approved was 26 per cent. higher in 
1933 than in 1932, and 25 per cent. bove 
the annual average for the period 1924-32. 

For dwellinghouses the increase was 33 
per cent. over 1932 and 45 per cent. above 
In order 
to show that, in fact, more houses were 
being built and not merely. more cosily 
houses, the Ministry has analysed the re- 
turns for the past 10 years, with the fol- 
lowing result :-—

These figures relate to the 146 towns, and 
it will be seen that the increases during the 
past two years in the aggregate cost were 
not due to greater average cost, but to large 
increases in the number ‘of houses. ‘The 
average costs of the dwellings in the several 
areas were as follows :—Northern Counties, 
£498; Yorkshire, £450; Lancashire and 
Cheshire, -£459; North and West Midland 
Counties, £489; South Midland and Eastern 
Counties, £554; Outer London (paiticulars 
are not available for the L.C.C. area), £641; 
South-Eastern Counties, £590; South- 
Western Counties, £728; Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire, £563; Scotland, £445,

Sir Hilton Young, the British Minister oí 
Health, speaking at a housing conference, 
said that the first fact to be borne in mind is 
that it is no effective remedy for a large part 
of overcrowding to offer new homes far from 
the old ones. ‘Many families cannot, without 
a harsh breaking of social ties, move far 
from their accustomed homes; many cannot, 
without an undue burden on the family 
budget, move far from the places at which 
they work. To deal effectively with over- 
crowding we must be prepared for a large 
measure of rehousing at or near the site of 
the original home. 

The second fact is that overcrowding o! 
this kind is characteristically a problem o! 
the inner areas of cities, where land is dea! 
and vacant land is scarce. To provide enough 
new dwellings to re-house the present popbla- 
tion of such overcrowded areas, or, at least a 
large part of it, without overcrowding we 
must. prepared for a large measure oí 
building upwards in flats, and flais are as yet 
more expensive to build than small houses. 1 
knew that there has been a body of opinion 
opposed in the past to flats for wage-earners. 
That opinion imperatively calls for reconsidera- 
tion in the light of the problem which must 
be solved—I belive: that the feeling has 
already been greatly modified by advances of 
technique in flat-building.

IRISH STEEL MARKET. 
DENIAL OF A RECENT 
RUMOUR. 


A report circulated during recent weeks 
in Dublin to the effect that a new British 
steel cartel, recently formed in conjunc- 
tion with the continental cartel which 
controls the industry in Europe, had 
been allocated the right to supply the 
Irish Free State has been met with an 
authoritative denial from Belgian nanu- 
facturing circles. The report had caused 
much concern among Dublin merchants, 
since British steel is at present subject 
to a twenty per cent. special duty, and 
costs £8 15s. per.ton, delivered in Dublin, 
as against £7 15s. for continental steel. 

While on a visit to Dublin last week in 
connection with the business of his firm, 
Emile Regniefs and Company, Charleroi- 
Belgium, agents for the Cobef Glass Syn- 
dicate, Monsieur Jean Regniers inquired 
into the report, in the truth of which he 
placed no credence. This Belgian busi- 
ness man, whose firm is a customer on a 
very large scale of the continental steel 
cartel, expressed the opinion that, as no 
English cartel existed, it was difficult to 
see with whom the European cartel could 
possibly have made an arrangement which 
allocated the Irish Free State market to 
the English steel manufacturers. 

On his way back to Belgium M. Reg- 
niers investigated the matter very fully 
in London, and the result of his inquiries 
is contained in a letter from Messrs. 
Emile Regniers and Company, received 
yesterday by their representative in the 
Irish Free State, Mr. W. St. J. Collins. 
in which an emphatic denial is given to 
the rumour. 

“Mr. Regniers,”’ the letter states, “has 
made exhaustive inquiries in London with- 
in the last day or two, and we will tell 
you definitely that there is no truth in the 
information. 

““As a matter of fact, this same cut- 
ting ’’ (the news of the arrangement as 
published recently in Dublin) ‘‘ has been 
brought before the cartel agents in Lon- 
don, and, of course, it was detimtely 
stated that there was no foundation at all 
in such a rumour.” 


As German and Belgian manufacturers | 


supply at present about seventy-five per 
cént. of the steel purchased annually by 
the Irish Free State, it would be difficult 
to conceive what inducement would in- 
fluence the continental cartel to abandon 
such a flourishing market.
